Big Damage Suit Against L. < N. 

Barton C. Harp, as administrator oi 
Mrs. Fannie Harp, Ruth Harp, William 
Harp, his wife and two children, filed 
suit in the Fayette Circuit Court Satur 
day against the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad company for damages in the sum 
of $75,000.

The train was 
in charge of Engineer Lawrence Dicker- 
son and Conductor Rippetoe, of this 
city, who were exhonprated by the jury 
at the investigation conducted by Coroner 
Rudolph Davis.

Lime For Agricultural Purpose?. 

Much interest is being manitested 
in the use of lime and limestone on 
our soils. The larger {portion of our 
cultivated soils are either acid or con- 
tain only a small amount of carbonate 
of lime (limestone). For best results 
on such soils it is necessary to use 
lime of some form. The nitrogen 
gathering plants (clovers, alfalfa, 
etc., do not grow well on acid soils, 
bence it is difficult to keep up the 
nitrogen supply of the soil under such 
conditions. The organisms which 
render the nitrogen of the soil avail- 
able do not work well in the absence 
of the carbonate of lime, hence the 
non-nitrogen gathering plants do not 
make their bastgrowth. There is an 
almost universal opinion that soils 
derived from limestone rock contain 
sufficient carbonate of lime. This is 
not true. Such soils are very apt to 
be deficient in limestone because the 
rains dissolve it out. The purer the 
limestone the more readily it is dis- 
solved. Caves and sinkholes of lime- 
stone regions are due to water dissolv- 
ing away the rock. 

Haw ground limestone is the best 
material to u&e. Burnt lime corrects 
sourness, but it, is also a powerful soil 
stimulant and cause a rapid loss of the 
organic matter and nitrogen of the 
soil. 

The test to determine whether lime- 
stone is needed is to prepare two plots 
of eual eize and seed to clover or 
alfalfa, using ground limestone on one 
at the rate of 4 or 5 tons per acre, and 
weighing the yields of hay. The use 
of limestone on the Experiment 
Station farm increased the vield of 
alfalfa hay from 2050 pounds per acre 
to 3640 pounds per acre the first cut- 
ting. 

(iiound lirrrestbne should be applied 
at the rate of three or four tons per 
acre in the beginning and cne ton per 
acre eveiy four or five years there- 
after. It is best to apply it after the 
ground has been broken and thorough- 
ly disK or harrow it in. 

If burnt lime is used, about half cf 
tfiis amount of the freshly burned 
material should be applieJ. but it 
shoul be thoroughly slaked before ap- 
plication. Under no circumstances 
would we recommend t>urnt lime if 
the ground limestone can be obtained. 
Where there is good demand for 
ground limestone it is usually delivered 
on cars at plant for a dollar or less 
per ton, in carload lots in bulk.

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The impression is steadily gaining 
ground that the Democratic exci'e-in j 
come tax, which proposes to place up ! 
on wealth a part oTthe burden of sus- j 
taining the government, will pass the! 
Senate and the White House. Senator 
Penrose, who pretends to be the leader i 
of the Stand patters in the Senate, has | 
made the statement that none of the 
Democratic bills would be allowed to 
pass the Senate, but it is becoming 
more and more apparent that Senator 
Penrose and those of his kind who! 
have assumed in the past to rule the 
Senate no longer have the power to 
"allow" certain measures to pass, or 
prevent others from passing. 

The truth is, a great many Senators 
on both sides cf the chamber, either 
because they are at last frightened by 
the wave of protest against the high 
tariff injustice.or because they believe 
in the inherent right and justice of 
the income tax measure, have come to 
look favorably on the bill. At least 
there has been a cessation of the talk 
about the "unconstitutionality" of the 
measure, and since this argument has 
always been the Stand-pat answer to 
all logical proposals, the sign is con- 
sidered a good one. Nobody pretends 
to know, of course, what the ultimate 
fate of the present bill will be but 
from the popular approval that has 
been accorded the measure, it is ad- 
mitted by all that such legislation 
must come eventually. 

The present tariff law raises about 
$330,000,000 annually in government 
revenue. And for every dollar of 
revenue thus turned into the United 
States treasury, it is estimated by 
democratic leaders in Congress, who 
have studied the matter \t rom every 
possible angle, that the tariff barons 
put five dollasr into their own pockets 
in the form of ibot. In other words, 
the tariff gives these ^beneficiaries the 
right to collect five dollars in tribute 
for every dollar the government col- 
lects in revenne. 

This condition is alone responsible 
fort he horde of mushroom millionaires 
in this country. On every [article of 
daily use the people of this country 
pay this "five-to-one" tribute. 

In the past, the tariff tarons have 
urged tariff for two principle reasons, 
r'irat. they pretend that they desire to 
"protect" American workmen. That 
this agrument, which the protection- 
ists in Congress listened to with a 
willing ear tor the past sixteen years, 
is a farce, pure and simple, has been 
proven beyond a doubt by the Demo- 
crats at this session of Cogress.

"One of the most remarkable actions 
of light has recently come to our at- 
tention," says the editor of the Jour- 
nal of Surgery. "In an address before 
the Boston Physio-Therapeutic soci- 
ety Dr. E. C. Titus has demonstrated 
that blue light possessed remarkable 
anesthetic power. 

"In his experiments he used a series 
of slender glass rods about one-eighth 
of an inch In thickness, placed side 
by side and tied together so as to 
form a kind of flexible mat which 
will adapt itself to various parts of 
the body. The glass must be of co- 
balt blue and transmit no red rays, 
this being a very Important point. 
The rods are to be placed upon the 
area to be anesthetized, and some 
form of white light, preferably a tung- 
sten lamp, brought as closely as pos- 
sible without causing discomfort. 

"Strange to relate, in twenty min- 
utes the part becomes insensitive, so 
that superficial and even deep inci- 
sions or punctures are no longer felt. 
This anesthesia lasts for one-half hour 
or more, and has occurred so constant- 
ly that there is no reason to believe 
that it is the result "of suggestion or 
accident. Minor surgical operations 
have been performed under this meth- 
od and without the least pain or dis- 
comfort, and there seems to be 
enough in it to merit attention. 

"More than thirty years ago there 
prevailed what was afterwards termed 
the blue glass, craze. All sorts of ail- 
ments were thought to be amenable 
to the action of blue light, and the 
newspapers were filled with glowing 
accounts of cures. Enthusiasm ran 
riot for a time and then the matter 
dropped out of sight.
